committee of three to examine into the 
bank's affairs in detail, with the Govern- 
ment's permission, and to report at anoth- 
er meeting of the stockholders. The in- 
formation the Government will impart 
will not,however, ba made public, hut the 
committee will be possessed of sufficient 
information to advise the stockholders as 
to whether it will be expedient to organ- 
ize.

Advantage has been taken of a gorge 


through which the Puyallup flows, just 
below the point where' the Mowicb enters 
it. 
The river at this point is 1,900 feet 


above sea level (incl Ho miles from Tacoma. 
Hero: arrangements have been made to 
construct a very largo dam, the water from 
which will bo carried by a power cabal to 
a point lO^iJ miles below, where it will be 
discharged into a forebay and connecting 
reservoirs of suitable dimensions, 


In the canon below, a large power house 


will bo built, and to it the water from the 
artificial lake above will bo precipitated 
through tuporing steel tubes 1,700 feot In 
length set at art angle of 45 degrees, 
These tubes will be 48 inches in diameter 
at the top, and will carry a column o£ 
water with a net head of 850 feet (the 
friction due to the slope of the pipes hav- 
ing been deducted). 
The noazles will be 


five inches in diameter, ttbd the water will 
issue from them at a speed of more than 
H,000 feet a minute. 
This force will be 


used to revolve a aet of four 
impulse 


wheels specially constructed for the pur- 
pose. 
It is calculated that the pressure 


will cause them to rotate with a velocity 
of no less than 7,000 feet a miuute, the 
four producing 20,000 horse-power.

energy thus developed would be capable 
of raising 99,000 tons at rate of one foot 
tier minute, and into the "cups" of the 
wheels will fall the enormous weight of 
2,000,000 tons of water, daily, from a 
height over three times that of Niagara, 
The set of four wilt be unefl at flrat, others 
being added as required.
